speedily to prevent a "serious 
block" to reconversion.

Simple Defensive Measure 
Against Atomics Claimed 

HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 1 (UJ13— Hie Crosby research toundaUon claimed 
today lo have a defense against the atomic Immb. 

Larry Crosby, brother of Pllm Star Ding Crosby and head of the foun. 
daUon which helped with Uie early work on the Iwmb, anld thnt the de- 
fense was so simple thnt the bombs could be exploded miles away with- 
out their exact location hnvlng been 
determined. 

'The bombs con be blown up at 
will, along with their experiment- 
ers," CrOBby said, 

Crosby refused lo discuss even the 
basic principle ot the bomb defense. 
He said the secret would be turned 
over to the proper auUiorlUes on 
condition that 11 be used solely to 
"compel' other naUons lo piny talr 
with Uie United Blntcs." 

Crosby foundation scientists en- 
BSBtd In wnr work tor Uie lost three 
years first obtained the basic In- 
gredient of the atom bomb and det- 
onated It In the Cnlllomla desert.

AMERICA'S FREE PRESS 
,ThC American press cnn scarcely be cic- 
cused o( Immodesty II, during the current ob- 
scrvftnce ot Natlonnl Newspnpcr week. It saya 
a few gnod words for Itsclt and for the system 
under which It opemtea. 

For almost lour ycur.i our newspapers and 
news and picture services operated without 
their accustomed and Ruaronteed freedom. 
Tliey accepted the wartime responsibility ot 
national security and the restrlctlona o£ vol- 
untary and Imposed censorship with thi 
good will and good sense they have so long 
shown In exercising the responsibility of free 
expression. And In doing so they again vindi- 
cated that ancient grant of freedom and as- 
surcd Its restoration. 

American coverage of the war certainly 
was fuller and fairer than that of any other 
country. At the front our newsmen shared 
the fighting man's hardships and dangers 
(but without his training and weapons) to 
send back In words and pictures the factual, 
tragic, moving day-to-day hlatory ot the war. 
Thirty-one of those correspondents lost their 
lives. Others are reported missing. 

Here at home the press did an ctflclent Job 
of keeping the people Informed as to the 
duties and restrictions of wartime living. 
Newspapers conducted drives for scrap metal 
and scrap paper. They encouraged bond buy- 
ing and blood donation. They kept readers 
abrea.-it of the latest rationing regulations. 
Some printed overseas editions for hometown 
boys In service. All contributed voluntarily 
and In many ways to their communities' wel- 
fare and morale. 

• Now at lost censorship has been lifted In 
this country, and our armies have restored 
truth to the peoples of the enemy nations. But 
elsewhere In the world the story Is lew happy. 
Among several ot the United Nations and 
neutral countries there continues a .-iuppres- 
ilon o't truth and control ot news as a matter 
of national policy. 

American dispatches are still censored in 
Russia and In moat of the countries under 
Russian Influence. There and In other coim- 
trles, such as Spain, Brazil, Argentina and 
China, domestic news stories arc tightly con- 
trolled even though out-going dispatches may 
be uncenaored. And so long as these condi- 
tions exist, so long 03 a government can dic- 
tate to its press and spoon-feed Its people, 
there can be no real world security. 

The theme ot this year's National News- 
paper week is "A Free Press— the Torch ot 
World Peace." That U no empty, rhetorical 
slogan. A controlled press Is an Indlspcnsabl 
tool of dictatorship, as the history ot the axL 
shows. A tree access to the truth la a prime 
requisite ot International understanding and 
lasting peace. 

American news executives— private leaders 
ot a private Industry— are heading the move, 
mcnt lor world-wide freedom ot the press. 
Their task Is of Immediate Importance and 
great difficulty. Let us hope that they may 
enlist an even stronger and more Insistent 
support of democratic governmenLs and their 
peoples throughout the world.

As has happened Inevitably after every 
war, various candidates arc being put for- 
ward now as being due chief credit lor vic- 
tory In the global struggle ended so recently. 

Many have mentioned the atomic bomb 
having "won the war." From Englond came a 
statement the other tlay that radar was the 
decisive weapon. Others Insist Uiat to the air- 
plane is due chief credit for victory. The 
army and the navy each has Its many sup- 
porters. 

No one could have any desire to belittle In 
any way the Importance of each of these fac- 
tors. Certainly the A-bomb hastened victory, 
probably by many months, thus savJnB count- 
less lives. Radar may have enabled Britain to 
hold the fort while strength was being gath- 
ered and organized for tho drive to victory. 
Comment on the Importance of the air arm 
would be superfluous. Victory could not have 
been gained without the armies and the 
navies. 

But for our money, the fellow who really 
won the war— the one absolutely Indispensa- 
ble ingredient to victory— was GI Joe ot the 
army and hU bcll-bottom trousered counter- 
part In the navy.
